Dr. (Jirdwood, Joseph Bomrose, and 
Dr. Baker lidwards, writing cxi)erts, 
w(^i-o unanimously of opinion that the 
forged document was the lower ]ior- 
tion of some document containing Mr. 
Ramsay's genuine signature; tliat a wliole 
lino has been neatly erased and words ao 
altered as to serve tho purpoie of a re- 
ceipt. Mr. O'llrien claimoti that he imr- 
chased in 187o a cargo of Initter from the 
steamer France at ono cent a pmind and 
sold it for eleven cents, making 8100,000 
out of tho transaction; that lie kept §10,- 
000 sewed up in his clothes and paid IMr. 
Bamsay §11,000 for .John lladley, duo on 
a mortgage, "gOjOOO for ilr. Ramsay, also 
duo on a mortgage, and §1,000 to Mr. 
Ramsay for costs.

Towards midnight 
high words were heard botwocn tho par- 
tics. One woman charged the student, 
whose name was Henry A. Fairbanks, of 
Potrolia, Ont. , with being her husband, 
but being too proud to acknowledge tlie 
fact. Fairbanks put his hand in liis 
pocket as if to draw a revolver, when the 
women fled from the room. A moment 
after a shot was heard, and the ultachett 
of the hotel found Fairbanks on tho 
fioor, shot in the head. He died in a few 
moments. At the in(|uest this afternoon 
the fact of predotormined *Buioida was 
proved, as a letter was found in his 
pocket addressed to a lawyer in Ann 
Arbor, asking him to request persons 
named, living in Potrolia, to break tho 
news to his father.

St. Paul, Minn.. l''el.. l.—On Wed- 
ne.sday a Mr. Burke, a roadma.stev lo- 
cated at Burns, on the Winona and St. 
Peter's branch of the Chicago and 
Northwestern, discovered a whole 
family frozen to death. Mr. Burlco, 
while at work with his men on tlie 
road luider his charge, noticed a shanty 
close by from which no smoke issued. 
Seeing evidence that tin? ])lace was in- 
habited, the jiarty visitetl the premises 
and forced open tin* door, when a hor- 
rible sight greeted their c\es. I'pon a 
squalid couch and on the floor of tlie 
wrotohed , hovel lay father, mother and 
childr^nj*evi(jently a whole family fro- 
zen stiff iii death's icy embrace. Word 
was at once sent to the nearest town 
and arrangements made to can- for tlit^ 
remains of tho unfortunate family. 
Universal destitution is reporteil among 
thejariners \v,est.of 'Sleepy^Eye. It is 
stated that no trains carrying fuel have 
passed Sleepy Eye since December 21. 
It is impossible to reach many of the 
settler.s, as the railroads are drifted and 
and v/agon roads are impassable, and 
it is feared that many will starve or ho 
frozen to death before help can reach 
them. 

CincAOo, Feb. 1 I. — There was con- 
siderable excitement as to the burning 
of tho Michigan avenue Bajitist Church. 
The mystery is greater than ever since 
the janitor and his assistants Iiavo inti- 
mated their suspicions that the jiastor, 
Rev. Kerr B. Tupper, is guilty of the 
incendiarism. It is related that ho left 
Paducah, Kentucky, under a cloud, for 
some reason, having been i-uspected of 
sotting fire to a church there and burn- 
ing tho documents, and as he then al- 
leged some money. His salary has 
always been meagre, but ho has a 
charnaing family, and no conceivable 
reason can bo given for the commission 
of such a crime. It is but just to say 
that in spile of his contradictory stories 
and inconsistent actions, that the ac- 
cusation is 'not generally made and that 
there are many firm l)eliuver:i in his in- 
nocence.

Mr. McGillivray approved of the re-^)- 
lution and .said that tho present plan 
worked badly at Now Westminster wliuro 
thoro wore only a baker's dozen of contri- 
butors and where tho revenue was ex- 
pended anions; mio or two favorites. Tho 
attending phy.sicians at tliat place gave 
their services gratuitously, which meant 
l)oor service. The management of tho 
Westminster ho.spital wa.s aiich that no 
one wexit there w ho was not tod^poor to 
go olscwhcro. He proposed a rider to tlio 
efleet that only "iiie iihj-.sician .should ho 
omployed at e;icli lii>spit;d. 

i\Ir. iNIura thoML;lit tho hoii. niovei- had 
fttiled to .slate any good reason for tho 
change. 'I'ho House was asked to place 
the virtual management of the hospitals 
in tho hands of tho Govenraient. [^"J- 
One hon. gentlcinan had said tho pntron- 
ago should ho placed in tho hands of the 
(tovoriiuiont. Now the Odvoniuient did 
not ask this pnwer, and it wa.i strange that 
a private nioinber should come forward 
luul propose to enhirge tlio power of tlio 
(iovernment. If tho ])0wer was taken 
out of the Iiands of subscribers tliere 
would bo very li;-;ht subscript iniia. 

Mr. Hciiuctrbrlicved in letting well 
enough alone. 'I'lie mover had acknow- 
lodgod tho present system worked 
well and wliy slmuld he therefure desire 
tomako the change It was a case of mia- 
chicvouH meddling and would place luoro 
work on tboshouUlers of tho Mayors than 
they could perform properly. Tho moni- 
licr for U'csimin.ster had mcni ioiied griov- 
ancoa as existing there, and a change 
might bo made there; but as hospital af- 
fairs here are well conducted, nshad boon 
acknowledgcil by the mover, why make a 
change ?'

Mr. Sinitho reported the Nanaiiiin rail- 
way Bill which was l ead and carried. 

iio,siMrAi..'s. 
Mr. Druiniiiiind moved 'I'liat in the 
opinion of this Fluusu it is desirablo that 
the number of momhers of tho niniiagiug 
boards of the Royal Hospital of the city 
of Victoria, city of New Westminster and. 
Nanaimo should be ehivugcd so as to con- 
sist of two members appuintod hy the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council, and that 
two be elected by the conlribul ois who 
pay an annual subscription of two dollars 
and fifty cents and shall have a vote and 
he eligible as directors of said board; and 
that the mayor of the city of Victoria, 
New Westminster and Nanaimo shall be 
f.i -«j/iiN() chairman and a member of the 
board; the members elected by tho sub- 
scribers shall bo for the term of one year; 
those appointed by the government shall 
act on tlieir behalf until their appoint- 
ments are canceled. 

Tho Speaker thought the resolution out 
of order a like question had been iireviuu.s 
ly negatived this season. 

Mr. Drummond pointed out tliat the 
negatived resolution applieil only to tlie 
hospital iit A''ictoria whorcas this applied 
to tho New Westminster and Nanaimo 
hospitals as well. It diflored in other ro- 
s])octa, likewise. 

Dr. Ash asked what right the House 
had with the management of the WoyA 
Hospital. Had it the power to .alter the 
constitution of that institution ! After 
reviewing the historj' of tho liospital he 
said bo did not think that tho Hou.se had 
any power to ehango its constitution. The 
matter ought to have gone to a select com- 
mittee and tho House wotjld not bo act- 
ing right in moving in this matter in its 
present shajie. 

Mr. Williams said the Hou.'ie .should 
not be misled by tho sophistry of the last 
spetikor. The govcniment gave last year 
^.^lOOO to the support of the hospital and 
the committee only collected some 8500 
cor'^OOO from the people for the same pur- 
pose. The gDveinnicnl wero entitled to 
an equal show on the board. 
Mr. Spe.iker— Order. 
Mr. Williams then claimed that the mo- 
tion was not put uiiderstandingly on tlio 
previous occasimi. 

Mr. Smithesaid thalaltliough tho ipies- 
tion was in some rc.snoct.s similar, the lirst 
motion had not been put understmulingly 
and he thought the indulgence of the 
House should bo extended to the mover. 

Hon. ^Ir. Walkoiu said that the spcak- 
erof the House of Commons could not 
'■ have given a better decision nn the 
point than the opinion expressed by the 
last speaker. 'Ho quite agreed with it 
and thought the rcBolution might be ad- 
mitted, but that it sliniilduot form a pre- 
cedent.

Mr. Sinitlic was surprised thai the 
I'mvincial Socretarv should take tho 
jiosition he had done when the other day 
he might have can ied a similar resolution 
by simply luddiiu; up his liand. His own 
opinion was uucliaiiged. He would again 
vote against the resolution. He agreed 
with the .Vttoniey (loneral that the ho.spi- 
lal should not be brought into politics ; 
but this was an attouqit to do that very 
thing. There would always be a major- 
ity on the board in favor of the govern- 
ment as some govennuent supporters were 
sure to be elected by tho subscribers. 
The ellect wuuld bo, liy passing the reso- 
lution, that public subscri|itioiis wiuihl 
dwindle duwn to nothing and thus very 
materi.-illy injure such useful institutions. 
If the public would or could contribute a 
sutliciency the House would not vote any- 
thing. This movement woidd tend to in- 
crease the annual grants. If tho hospital 
is on a good fooling why such a cli.inge / 
(Hear, hear.) The reason of the resolu- 
tion being proposed was in his opinion that 
certain business men did not got as much 
patronage as they wanted. Heuco they 
sought a change. Some had the patron- 
age'and they wanted to keep it; others 
had it not and tliey wanted to got it. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Hon. Mr. Uninpliioys wished to correct 
tho impression upon the mind of the last 
speaker that tho government had anything 
against tho present directors. .Such was 
not the case. 

Mr. Ash thought thai it had not been 
shown how the proposed change would 
ditl'or from the present. Tho govern- 
ment apiiointees on ihe hospital boards 
should always, .•uid be supposed they had, 
reported if anything wont wrong. Two 
could do this as well as four. Tho reso 
lution had been lirought in because smno 
of tho present directors did not please the 
hon. mover. If it wero passed the con- 
tributors would a:iy, "Oh, this is a gov- 
ernment institution, let the government 
run it." (Hoar, hear.) Ptiblic subscrip- 
tions would certainly fall ofl" if the reso- 
lution were carried. 

Jlr. Wilson considi;red that a comiiiitloo 
of live was not suiliciont to manago the 
hospital properly. The subscriptions 
would certainly fall oft' if tho proposed 
change was carried into effect. All the 
responsibility possible should bo thrown 
oil the peo[ilc. Ho woidd oppose tlio re- 
solution as he had heard nothing what- 
ever against the present iniuiageinoiit. 
The mover should state what there is 
wrong about the nuinagement when ho 
roso to reply. 

Jlr. Vernon w.as surprised at. tho 
change in the opinions of honorable gen- 
tlemen opjiosite during tho last two years. 
He contrasted the position of settlers in 
the interior whore no hospitals wore avail- 
ablo with those in more favored localities. 
He was not prepared to say that tho gov- 
ernment should not have control bocauso 
ho fully believed thoy should, lie hoped 
the mover woidd withdraw the resolution 
and make it ombracc the whole system. 
It certainly required revision. 

Mr. Harris remarked that what was 
everybody's business was nobody's busi- 
ness.

Thoy then went to 
Mr. Marvin's/ took- the • ducks and put 
them into a sack. The prisoners wanted 
witness to carry the .sack. Thoy met tho 
pijliceman and the prisoners ran away. 

After a 
meat deal of talk between tho intorproter 
and witnes.s and considerable effort on tho 
part of the^ Magistrate and Clerk to make 
the qiiostioii luiderstnod it was ascertained 
that tho policeman took the ducks and 
witness to ga.d.

His Wuiship in addressing the prisonors 
said that tho boy's evidence had been cor- 
roborated by I heir own statements.
